For a bit of a background, Casper Holstein was formerly 
a Virgin Islander, and a number of years ago went to New York 
and became well established in Harlem, New York. It is ray under- 
standing that he now has quite a following of former Virgin 
Islanders who have left 'the Islands and gone to New York to live. 

It is also ray understanding that he is one of the outstanding 
figures in the "numbers" racket _in Ne w York City, his name being 
frequently connected withi l | and | | Holstein did 

not return to the Islands for over eight years until about two 
weeks ago, at which time I understand the numbers racket in New " 
York was under considerable fire. Holstein is now in the Virgin i 
Islands, and has considerable prestige with the natives here. He 
has coramitted^hlmself in public speeches here since Ms return as 
being ant i-atoini strati on, and has given, the planters on the 
Island considerable concern on the labor -question, inasmuch as in 
his speeches he has insisted that the natives demand higher wages 
from the planters who at the present time can not afford to pay 
such wages because of the sugar market. As a result of his 
speeches, the Labor Union here, knowing that they were being backed 
by Holstein, has caused the workers to strike, and on several 
occasions we have experienced small cane fires, although to date 
they have not caused much financial loss bec^ psejbhe fires were 
immediately controlled. /V 1 1 /-, ,
